Death toll 
inIndia 
tops 210

AYODHYA, India — Religious 
riots sparked by Hindu fundamen- 
talists’ attempt to seize a Moslem 
mosque intensified Thursday, and 
the death toll in nine days of 
clashes rose to more than 200. 

News agencies and officials re- 
ported at least 31 people ‘died 
across the country on Thursday. 
They were killed in battles be- 
tween Hindus and Moslems, or 
when police fired on mobs, or 
when victims died in hospitals of 
injuries suffered in earlier riots. 

At least 210 people have died 
since Oct. 24, when the fighting 
began. 

Most of the deaths were in Ut- 
tar Pradesh, the state where the 
disputed shrine is located, and in 
Gujarat state. Both states have a 
history of sectarian clashes and 
simmering tensions between Hin- 
dus and Moslems. 

Uttar Pradesh is India’s most 
populous state. At least 30 percent 
of its 120 million people are 
Moslems. Violence has erupted in 
22 of its 63 districts, according to 
police officials in Lucknow, the 
state capital. 

The dispute has also caused ri- 
ots in neighboring Bangladesh, an 
Islamic nation, where Moslem 
mobs attacked temples and Hindu 
shops and homes after hearing of 
the violence in India. 

At least one person was killed in 
Dhaka, which is under curfew 
along with the port city of Chitta- 
pong. :

Quayle campaigns for Snow

Vice President Dan Quayle made a 
stop on the campaign trail Thursday 
to give support to Karl Snow, Repub- 
lican candidate for the 3rd Congres- 
sional District. 

David Beckwith, press secretary 
for the vice-president, said this year 
Quayle has visited 42 states and 92 or 
93 cities. “I’ve lost track,” he said. 
Quayle plugged the Republican Party 
at each stop. 

Quayle was met outside his plane 
by Karl Snow and was hurried into a 
hanger to get out of the wind and rain. 

Also there to greet Quayle were 
Utah Senators Orrin Hatch and Jake 
Garn. 

Quayle spent the morning in Grand 
Island, Neb., and Mason City, Iowa, 
before landing Air Force II at the 
Provo Airport. Quayle then contin- 
ued on to Tucson, Ariz., and Los An- 
geles. 

Quayle denied any reports that he 
was on the campaign trail for himself. 


“T am here for Karl Snow,” Quayle 
said. “We want him to be the next 
Congressman in this Congressional 
District. What we really need is a 
good voter turnout and to have more 
Republicans in Congress.” 

He came to visit the 3rd District 
because it is an open seat that has 
traditionally been strong Republican. 

“Congress is controlled by the 
Democrats,” Quayle said. “It is much 
more important to have a friend of the 
President in Congress, not a friend of 
liberal Democrats.” 

When asked if he supported a limi- 
tation on congressional terms Quayle 
said there was a feeling of frustration 
in America. “People are sick and tired 
of what is going on in Washington,” he 
said. He would support a change from 
two to four years for Representa- 
tives’ terms: “If there is a limit on 
terms.” Quayle suggested a 12-year 
limit on terms. 

At a Karl Snow rally held at Utah 
Valley Community College, Quayle 
said, “People want to see a change, 
and the way to bring about that 
change is to give the president a Re-

publican Congress.” 

He said it is Republican presiden- 
tial leadership that is responsible for 
many of the political changes in the 
world. 

“It is Republican presidents who 
helped bring down the Berlin Wall, 
and it is a Republican president who 
decided to rally the world against 
Saddam Hussein,” he said. 

Quayle also touched on the crisis in 
the Persian Gulf. He said President 
Bush has rallied the world, and 27 
nations now support the president’s 
policy. “The world is united for peace, 
and the world is united against Sad- 
dam Hussein.” 

This is the first time in 20 years that 
a vice president has visited Utah. 
Snow supporters hope this visit will 
have positive results in the Nov. 6 
election. 

“T know Karl Snow through Jake 
Garn and Orrin Hatch,” Quayle said. 

“They’ve told me what kind of per- 
son he is. As you can predict BYU will 
go to another great bowl game, I also 
predict Karl Snow is going to Wash- 
ington this January,” he said. 


Kinard resigns amid controversy

SALT LAKE CITY — The voice of 
the Mormon Tabernacle Choir’s 
weekly broadcasts, J. Spencer Ki- 
nard, resigned from KSL Television 
after his friendship with an anchor- 
woman created friction in the news- 
room, a spokesman said Thursday. 

A choir spokesman said no decision 
had been reached by leaders of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints on whether Kinard would con- 
tinue as announcer for the choir’s 
“Music and the Spoken Word” pro- 
gram, a post he has held for 18 years. 

Kinard offered his resignation as 
vice president for.news and public af- 
fairs in a letter Wednesday to Bill 
Murdoch, KSL vice president. 

“T am convinced that the events 
over the past few weeks have made it 
impossible for me to be effective in 
that position,” Kinard wrote. “Please 
inform the newsroom staff of my deci- 
sion.” 

Kinard’s resignation after 18 years 
as news director came two weeks af- 
ter a staff meeting in which Kinard, 
50, sought to quell controversy sur-

= McDonald's 
is eliminating 


foam boxes

CHICAGO — The plastic foam 
boxes that cradle millions of Big Macs 
and other sandwiches — boxes an en- 
vironmentalist called “a huge symbol 
of the throwaway society” — are be- 
ing eliminated, McDonald’s said 
Thursday. 

Under pressure from environmen- 
tal groups, which say the clamshell 
boxes add to the nation’s overflowing 
garbage crisis, McDonald Corp. Pres- 
ident Edward Rensi said the company 
had decided “to do what’s right.” 

“Although some scientific studies 
indicate that foam packaging is envi- 
ronmentally sound, our customers 
just don’t feel good about it,” Rensi 
said in a telephone interview from the 
company’s suburban Oak Brook head- 
quarters. “So we’re changing.” 

Rensi said MeDonald’s will begin 
eliminating the sandwich containers 
— which account for nearly 75 per- 
cent of its total foam use — in the 
United States within 60 days. He said 
no timetable had been set for phasing 
it out at its restaurants abroad. 

First to go will be the plastic foam

Life spans may be limited to age 85 


WASHINGTON — Humans may soon expect an average lifetime of 85 
years, but probably not much more even if medical science defeats all of the 
major killer diseases, researchers say. 

An average life expectancy of four score and five may be the upper limit 
because the human body by then is slowly deteriorating from a cascade of 
aging effects, said S. Jay Olshansky, a researcher at the University of 
Chicago. 

Science, he said, has yet to find a way to overcome this apparent design of 
nature. 

“Even if we found a cure for most fatal diseases, such as heart disease and 
cancer, the natural degeneration of the body puts a cap of about 85 years on the 
average age of death,” Olshansky and two co-authors report in the current 
issue of the journal Science. 

“If we keep making progress as we have made in the past, then a baby born 
today can expect to live 100 years,” said James Vaupel of the University of 
Minnesota. “There may well be some biological barriers, but we are spending a 
lot of money on biomedical research, and the sciences are poised to make some 
really significant breakthroughs.” 

Vaupel said that women in some populations already are approaching life 
expectancies of 85. The life expectancy of some women belonging to The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is almost 85, he said.

Voter apathy could hurt Republicans 


WASHINGTON — The safest prediction about the 1990 election is this: 
Most Americans won’t vote Tuesday, and that spells potential trouble for 
Republican candidates. 

“Low turnout generally hurts us,” said Norman Cummings, political direc- 
tor of the Republican National Committee. “Those marginal voters are Repub- 
lican-leaning voters in many key states.” 

Curtis Gans, director of the Committee for the Study of the American 
Electorate, predicts a turnout of about the same as 1986, the last non-presi- 
dential election year. 

That year, 36.4 percent of eligible voters cast ballots, the lowest turnout 
since 1942. 

“It’s a more iffy situation this year than at any time I can remember,” said 
Gans, who forecasts turnout with some success every election year. 

There is a widespread belief, fortified by polls, that the electorate is fed up 
with polities and politicians. That could prompt an outpouring of votes against 
officeholders, but it also could prompt many Americans to stay home Election 
Day. 


GOP charged with intimidating voters 


WASHINGTON — Democrats charged Thursday that Republicans are 
trying to intimidate minority voters in North Carolina and Texas and asked 
the attorney general to step in to protect voting rights. 

The Democrats said postcards the GOP mailed to voters in heavily black 
sections of North Carolina and East Texas contained misleading or outright 
false information. 

“We stopped the Republicans in 1982 and in 1986 from conducting these 
despicable activities. Democrats stand ready to do it again,” party chairman 
Ron Brown said in a statement from Chicago. 

In a hand-delivered letter to Attorney General Dick Thornburgh and John 
Dunne, the assistant attorney general for civil rights, Brown asked for an 
immediate investigation into possible civil rights violations. 

“The need for speedy action is obvious,” Brown said. He added that the

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Bid to reopen environmental study denied 

PROVO — The Rock Canyon Preservation Alliance’s bid to reopen the 
Seven Peaks Ski Resort environmental impact study has been rebuffed, but 
the group still will push for amending the Uinta National Forest plan. 

Alliance members submitted the proposed amendment to the forest’s Land 
and Resource Management Plan on Oct. 17. The amendment would prohibit 
commercial development and protect watershed lands in Provo’s east moun- 
tains. However, the Forest Service decided Oct. 19 to hold on to the alliance 
proposal until the redrafting process of the forest plan begins in 1991 or 1992. 

The land protected in the alliance proposal includes land involved in the 
proposed Seven Peaks project. 

Alliance members had hoped the Forest Service would reopen the environ- 
mental impact statement evaluating the Seven Peaks ski resort proposal — 
and insert their proposed amendment as an alternative to the resort. 

At a meeting Wednesday, alliance members were told the Forest Service 
could not reopen the Seven Peaks impact statement.

A better climate for industry must 
be developed in order to bring more 
businesses into the 66th Dis- 
trict, said the Republican can- 
didate for the district’s state 
congressional seat. 

“We must increase revenue 
but not by further taxation of 
the people,” Charlie Bates 
said . 

Bates is running against in- 
cumbent Democrat Tim 
Moran and American Party 
candidate Florence Bale. 

Moran said, “In order for small 
businesses and established industries 
to grow we must broaden our eco- 
nomic base and preserve and improve 
our agricultural base.” 

Moran said he is working for tax 
reform without increasing taxes. 
“Taxes must be fair and equal to all 
citizens, and the tax money must be 
used wisely.” 

Bates said the 66th District is ready 
for further economic development. 

Bale, whois currently the state and 
national treasurer of the American 
Party, finds the current sales tax on 
food “immoral.” She is concerned 
about where legislators would shift 
taxes to gain additional revenue if Ini- 
tiative A passes and the food sales tax 
was removed. 

Bates and Moran both said they op- 
pose Initiative A on the same basis. 

“It would be a mistake to remove 
the tax. We need the revenue in our

Once a book is damaged it has to be 
ren out of circulation until it can be repaired,” he 
said. 

Of the seven “sins,” Silverman feels underlining 
is the biggest problem. 

Not only does it damage the book itself, but it 
inconveniences others that want to use the book, 
he said. It is distracting to read a book that some- 
one else has marked in.

SPRINGVILLE, — Voters will 
decide on Tuesday whether a two- 
year courtship of Utah Transit Au- 
thority will result in bus service 
coming to downtown Springville. 

Joining the bus system would 
cost Springville residents an in- 
crease of one-quarter cent on the 
local sales tax. 

After a series of public hearings 
this summer, UTA’s board of direc- 
tors approved Springville’s re- 
quest for the service on Sept. 18. 
The Springville City Council ap- 
proved it in October, voting to sub- 
mit the plan for voter approval. 

Should voters add their support 
to the UTA proposal, the city could 
begin receiving bus service as early 
as next spring. 

The proposed transit service 
would be an extension of the cur- 
rent UTA Provo-Orem Route 8, 
which serves the East Bay Indus- 
trial Park, BYU, University Mall 
and Utah Valley Community Col- 
lege.

The Natural Family Planning is a 
birth control method that is 99 per- 
cent effective and 100 percent natu- 
ral, said an NFP teacher. 

Jody Phillips, mother of four and 
an NFP teacher with her husband, 
said, “In Natural Family Planning we 
focus on your own individual body.” 

It is unlike the rhythm method be- 
cause “the rhythm method focuses on 
the calendar,” Phillips said. 

If the couples take it seriously, the 
method is very effective, she said. 

It is also able to promote health and 
self-understanding. 

Couples that use the method learn 
to observe, record and interpret fer- 
tility signs and symptoms. 

They can then use this awareness 
to plan a family, according to an NFP 
pamphlet. 

“In our classes we also gear to- 
wards morality and following the 
spirit,” Phillips said. 

Often, birth control methods are 
dumped on the woman, Phillips said. 
The classes help couples take joint 
responsibility in family planning, she 
said. 

Phillips said she is telling people to 
regulate the spacing of children for 
the mother’s health. 

Classes in the NFP method will be 
offered Saturday at the St. Francis 
Church in Provo. 

There are four consecutive monthly 
meetings.

Quayle says Saddam is a murderer, terrorist

If America’s objectives of complete Iraqi withdrawal 
from Kuwait and restoration of the legitimate Kuwaiti 
government are met, there is still the potential problem of 
a Saddam Hussein left in power, Vice President Dan 
Quayle said Thursday. 

“He is a terrorist and a murderer. What would prevent 
him from doing it again?” Quayle said at a press confer- 
ence held at Provo Municipal Airport. Quayle was in 
Provo to campaign for Karl Snow, the Republican con- 
gressional candidate from Utah’s 38rd district. 

The world must be careful, Quayle said, since Saddam is 
clearly working toward military objectives, including nu- 
clear capability. 

If the administration’s objectives are achieved, Saddam 
will have to be denied further military capability, the vice 
president said. 

Stan Taylor, chairman of BYU’s political science de- 
partment, said short of war, there is no way to get Iraq to 
lose its military capabilities. 

Taylor said the most optimistic scenario would be that 


Saddam would lose support domestically with his gener- 
als, which would entail his losing office. 

This could happen without war, Taylor said, if the 
United Nations blockade continues. 

“Tf it works to the point that Saddam has to withdraw 
and lose face,” there could be a coup in Iraq, Taylor said. 

Quayle said the president is doing everything in his 
power to resolve the gulf crisis peacefully. 

Saddam Hussein can choose peace if he wants to, 
Quayle said. He can do it by “getting out of Kuwait and 
getting out now.” ‘ 

Others feel that the administration is not doing every- 
thing in its power to achieve peace. 

“One never pursues every option,” said Donna Lee 
Bowen, an associate professor of political science at BY U. 

Bowen said the president should be more flexible in 
terms of negotiations; that negotiations should not be 
ruled out so adamantly. 

Jim Toronto, assistant director of the David M. 
Kennedy Center for International Studies, said if war 
breaks out it will have extremely damaging effects on long 
term U.S./Arab relations which would also “increase the 
risk of Americans travelling in that part of the world.”

Mixed feelings surround 
opening of new courthouse

After more than a year of construc- 
tion, the new 4th District Judicial 
Center in Provo will officially open for 
business on Nov. 18, and many of the 
employees of the old Provo City 
courthouse will be moving into their 
new offices. 

Many of the workers have mixed 
feelings about moving into the new 
courthouse, located on the corner of 
100 N. and 100 West. 

Mike Havemann, court executive 
for the 4th judicial district, said some 
of the judges and court employees 
weren't happy to be moving, but the 
new courthouse was needed. 

He said security, accommodations 
for the handicapped, space and 
needed technology were all issues 
considered in the decision to build a 
new courthouse instead of remodeling 
the old one. 

Malcolm H. Beck, chairman of the 
county commission, said, “It would 
have cost quite a bit of money to re- 
model. The old courthouse is beautiful 
on the inside and out, and that kind of 
extensive remodeling would ruin the 
building.” 

Havemann said the old courthouse 
“4s beautiful but not very functional in 
terms of usable space.” 

He said the old courthouse has 
30,000 square feet of space, compared 
to the new courthouse’s 59,000 square 
feet. 

Security was a big issue, Have- 
mann said. In the old courthouse, 
prisoners have to be taken through an 
entrance that is accessible to the pub- 
lic, up an elevator and through nar- 
row hallways that are often filled with 
lawyers trying to confer with their 


clients, jurors, judges and other court 
officials. 

Havemann said the Utah Supreme 
Court has overturned cases in the 
past because jurors have walked out 
of the courtroom, down the hall and 
talked to a witness or judge. 

The new courthouse has separate 
divisions for jurors, prisoners, the 
public and the judges, he said, and 
secured elevators will be used to 
move the prisoners up and down. 

The new courthouse was built with 
future considerable growth in mind. 
Some rooms were left unfinished for 
more clerks or needed office space, 
and the courtrooms are considerably 
larger than the courtrooms in the old 
courthouse. 

Havemann said the new courthouse 
has the capability to video tape all 
proceedings, and if funds allow, court 
reporters may someday have on-line 
transcription, which would automati- 
cally transform their symbols into 
English. 

Including the land it was built 
upon, the new courthouse cost $6 mil- 
lion to build, which Havemann called 
a good deal. He said that cost is $10 
less per square foot than other com- 
parable court buildings being built in 
the state. 

Opening ceremonies will be held on 
Nov. 18, and an estimated 300 to 350 
people, including judges, the Provo 
mayor and other officials will be in 
attendance. After the opening cere- 
mony, the public is invited to tour the 
new facility, Havemann said. 

Beck said the old courthouse will 
not stay empty. He said the county 
commission is looking into using the 
building as an art and cultural center, 
as well as housing the travel council 
and a handful of other departments.
